Natural Gas Question. 

In an interview with President 
Stuart, of Winchester, of the Kentucky 
Natural Gas Company, the New’s man 
was informed that the gas compiny is 
anxious to law mains to this city. 
The only thing they want Paris to do 
is to give the company the same kind 
of franchise as is given them by ' the 
city of Mt. Sterling. Mr Stuart says 
that they now are putting in about 
$100,000 worth of machinery to make 
their plant complete: that it has been 
demonstrated that the three wells of 
his company can supply 100,000 people 
aH the gas they can use for one hun- 
dred years. 

Now if there is one thing above all 
others that the Paris Commercial Club 
should go after it is this natural gas. 
Think of it,. Winchester people pay 
ing 25 cents per thousand for ga3 and 
Paris people paying $1.50 for same 
amount. Natural gas in Paris would 
be of more benefit to the citizens of 
this*community than anything else we 
know of. From our conversation with 
President Stnart we feel that if the 
Paris Commercial Club will take this 
matter up at once, the results will be 
forthcoming in a short time.

[From Lexington Herald Sept. 7, 1908] 

On the afternoon of July 30, 1908, in 
Paris, Ky., where for twenty-seven 
years he had given the best service of 
his useful and honored life, in the 
midst of a loyal, loving people, sur- 
rounded by his loved ones and that 
large circle of grief stricken friends 
which emoraced the entire population 
of the city, Rev. Edwin Hubbard 
Rutherford, D. D., “fell on sleep,” 
sustained to the last by the blessed 
hope of a glorious immortality beyond 
the grave. 

Dr. Rutherford was born in Browns- 
ville, Tenn., February 22, 1831. He 
was the son of Thomas Rutherford and 
Dorinda Pearce, his wife. II is mother 
died when he was two years old, his 
father when he was ten. He was 
reared by his widowed grandmother 
(paternal.) 

HIS EDUCATIONAL EQUIPMENT. 

His early education was received in 
the parochial school at Brownsville 
under the tuterage of Rev. Dr. Slack, 
a distinguished educator of his day, 
and his son-in-law, who was at the 
same time pastor of the Presbyterian 
church. While at this school ne united 
with the church and *t the same time 
announced his intention to study for 
the ministry. 

Having completed the prescribed 
course at Brownsville, he entered 
Hanover College, Indiana, from which 
institution he was graduated in 1854. 

His theological education was re- 
ceived at the Danville Theological 
Seminary in Kentucky under such men 
as Drs. R. J. Breckinridge, Hum- 
phrey and Stuart Robinson. From 
tnis institution he was graduated in 
1857. 

LICENSED BY THE PRESBYTERY 

Returning to his home at Brownsville 
after one year at the Seminary, he was j 
licensed by the Presbytery of Middie I 
Tennessee. 

In June of 1857 he was called to the j 
church at Vicksburg, Miss., where he: 
was duly installed the following Ocro- ; 
ber. 

On December 16, 1858, he was mar- ; 
ried to Miss Janie K. Young, third 
daughter of the late Rev. John C. 
Young, D. D., for many years the dis- 
tinguished president of Centre College. 

His pastorate at Vicksburg was a 
most trying one in many respects, and 
it was there, as a young minister, in 
the days that tested men’s faith aud 
fotitude, that those qualities of heart 
and soul which in after years become 
i so characteristic of the man. were 
' first cailed forth. 

PASTOR DURING THE SIEGE. 

During the siege of Vicksburg, as 
pastor of the church and under the ap - 1 
i pointment of the General Assembly, j 
through the sixteen months ot the 
bombardment, he labored lovingly and 
tenderly among the soldiers. 

After the surrender he went with 
the paroled soldiers to Parole Camp at 
Enterprise. Miss., where faithfully 
l and efficiently he ministered to them 
until the close of the war, when he 
returned to Vicksburg and resumed his 
pastoral duties. During all this period 
of terrific trial his devoted wife was 
with him and according to his own 
| statement was his wisest counselor. 

From Vicksburg he was called to the 
i Tabb street church, Petersburg, Va. 
j He was installed there as pastor in 
September. 1866. 

In November, 1872, he was called to 
the Pine street Presbyterian church of 
Sc. Louis (now Grand avenue church), 
which church he served under the con- 
spicuous blessing of God until the 
spring of 1881, when he accepted the 
call to the Second Presbyterian church 
of Paris, Ky., where, until a few 
months before his death in full posses- 
sion of splendid powers of body and 
mind, he labored with a zeal that was 
untiring, a love that excluded none, 
and with an influence that broadened 
with his riper years and richer experi- 
nece of God’s saving grace until it is 
probable that not only within the 
limits of Bourbon county’s beautiful 
capital, but within the limits of the 
county itself, there was scarce a family 
which had not felt the influence of 
his remarkable personality. 

As a man Dr. Rutherford possessed 
attributes that have ever made men 
great. He was a man of wonderful 
self-control, an attainment without 
which no man is ever symmetrically

The importance of the assault upon 
port " ill ia in and Mary is generally 
overlooked by historians.

The 
king recognized in the daring assault 
the inevitability of the impending 
struggle. There is truth in the claim 
set forth on the tablet on the old Fort 
Constitution of today that the site 
marks “the first victory of the Amer-

equals and no superiors. His natural 
and acquired gifts wonderfully fitted 
him for shepherding his flock. A per- 
sonality at once so gentle and so 
strong, so sympathetic yet so true, so 
tender yet so unswerving has written 
its own epitaph in imperishable letters 
upon the hearts of all who knew him. 

He knew his people and sought to 
help them.

How true it. was -“he not only pointed 
to fairer worlds but he lead the way.” 

Those who never knew him in his 
home, who never enjoyed his unstinted 
and gracious hospitality are ignorant 
of that phase of his life which after 
his sacred calling not only afforded him 
his greatest pleasure but offered to 
him an opportunity to display unosten- 
tatiously and dobutless unconsciously 
some of his chiefest charms. 

His life was a singularly happy one. 
After boyhood he had never known a 
capital sorrow — death had never in- 
vaded his own hearthstone.

His affectionate regard for her was 
undying. In his last moments as she 
tenderly leaned over him to catch his 
final words, her soul was thrilled with 
an emotion half of earth and half of 
Heaven, when in language scarcely 
audible he connected the two objects 
that for half a century had been to 
him an inspiration in his heavenly 
course and said, “There is a place pre* 
pared for me and there is a place pre 
spared lor you.” 

Truly a man both great and good has 
fallen in our midst. Earth is poorer— 
heaven is richer.
